‘Queen Anne, Queen Anne, she sat in the sun,

Queen Anne's Lace, Gueen Anne's Lace,

Queen Anne's lace = Cow parsley, the lovely wild parsley growing 
along the hedgerows and roadsides and in full bloom now,. So common 
that perhaps we do not bother to look closely at.its mass of small 
white flewera growing in umbrels to make frothy lacy heeds. These 
flowers.are used in country” churches for decoration amongst peonies 
and other red:flowers to represent the liturgical colours for 
Whitsunday. But do not confuse cow parsley with fcol's parsley, 
which is similar >but has an unpleasant smell and green bracts 
bending down towards each:-umbrel, For fool's parsley is i ae 
poisonous, 


The other day I noticed a young bird following a starling as it ran 
about the lawn looking for grubs to éat. The fle dgeling kent close, 
waiting to be fed, but the starling tcok no notice for the youns 
bird was a blackbird who had, I suppose, mistaken the aduit for its: 
mother, 


The holly blue is on the wing again, on fine days that is. .I have 
seen it during several sunny intervals recently. These small 
lavender blue butterflies hatch twice each year, The s>ring, females 
lay their eggs in holly,:' so that their caterpill=rs will, feed on 

the flowers and later the forming berries, The second generation 

cf butterflies' will lay their eggs on the flower buas of ivy and 
these caterrillars will then prupate on the uncer side of the ivy , 
leaves and remain there throughout the winter, to emerge as butter- 
flies in the spring and start this curious cycle over ngain, —
